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Special Committee.— On motion of Thomas Osborn the Board 
of Examiners was constituted a special committee for the follow- 
ing purpose: It is ordered that all the members of the Confer- 
ence classes, including candidates for admission on trial and for 
local orders, be referred for all purposes of examination, not 
only in the Disciplinary studies, but in questions of personal 
fitness for the ministry, to the Board of Conference Examiners, 
and that only such cases be referred to the Committee on Con- 
ference Relations as may from time to time be especially sent to 
such committee by vote of the Conference. It is also ordered 
that the Conference delegate authority to the Board of Examin- 
ers to accept substitutions as allowed by the Discipline. 

Iowa Wesleyan College. — President E. A. Schell filed his re- 
port with the Secretary, and on his motion it was ordered em- 
bodied in the Journal of the day. 
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Harper of Fairfield, who deeded two pieces of land valued at $10- 
000.00 to the institution. This addition to the Endowment Fund is 
to support the John Harper Professorship of the English Bible. 
The Endowment now amounts to $264,650.00, of which $33,500.00 is 
subject to annuity. The floating and mortgage indebtedness has 
been refunded and the budget for the coming year has been ar- 
ranged so as to retire $4,000.00 of the bonds. The same provision 
will be continued in succeeding years until every dollar of the in- 
debtedness is paid. 

We record with heartfelt thanks the action of the Conference 
one year ago on increasing the amount apportioned for the College 
Support to the Charges. A very handsome increase of the amount 
contributed for the current year seems assured. 

The Board of Trustees ask that a sustaining fund of at least 
$10,000.00 be provided so as to meet the budget above referred to, 
and allow some greatly needed improvements and repairs in the 
plant. No one of these will be undertaken until the money is act- 
ually in hand. Eight friends of the College have already agreed 
to contribute one hundred dollars each for five years, and two have 
pledged fifty dollars each for the five-year period. 

Dr. H. N. Smith, who has assisted for the past two years very 
successfully in the solicitation for endowment, has chosen to re- 
turn to the pastorate. No salary can fully compensate a man for 
this difficult and trying service, and we ask the Bishop and Confer- 
ence that, without any embarrassment to him because of this de- 
tached service, he be given his rightful place in the list of Confer- 
ence appointments this year. 

Chris Haw, who for ten years has been a member of the Board 
of Trustees elected by the Conference, tenders his resignation. We 
greatly regret to lose Brother Haw, who made the initial subscrip- 
tion of $5,000.00 on the campaign for $250,000.00, from the Board. 
Unless he is willing to continue, however, his resignation should 
be accepted. 

During the year the President visited seven graduates of the 
College who are on the mission field in India. Mr. and Mrs. D. 
G. Abbott, Carl Hermann, Anna Lawson, Eva Gregg Wilson, Lydia 
Pool and Alma Hearne Holland are sons and daughters of whom 
any institution may be proud. They praise the College in the 
gates. 

The thanks of the institution are due to the banks at Mt. Pleas- 
ant, who, without expense to the College, assisted so cordially to 
make the refunding plan a success. The administration desires 
also to express its special appreciation of the work of the Trustees, 
Executive Committee and Faculty.

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DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS 

BURLINGTON DISTRICT 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

I bring this my third annual report with thanks giving to God 
ior His many mercies to me. 1 have missed but one or two services 
during the year on account of indisposition. 

Tne health of the ministers and their families has been ex- 
ceptionally good. We have lost by death Rev. Geo. W. Byrkitt, who 
passed away in California in the early spring; Mrs. J. C. Behrens, 
of Mt. Union, was forced to undergo a very serious operation a few 
weeks ago, but now seems in good way to complete recovery; Dr. 
Alien’s second daughter has been in condition to' give them quite 
a little concern for her recovery. 

CHANGES IN PASTORS — Aside from the exchange between Elias 
Handy and A. H. Lathrop of the Des Moines Conference, which the 
conference minutes noted, there has been but one change. Brother 
R. C. Russell of Libertyville, in February, on account of the serious 
nervous condition of the daughter asked that he might be permitted 
to resign his appointment so that they might take her to Fair- 
held to live, and have her under the constant care of her physician. 
His request was granted, and Brother Druse of Harrison Avenue, 
Burlington, was appointed to Libertyville, and Dr. T. F. Cooke, a 
dentist of Burlington, was asked to take Harrison Avenue. Both 
have acceptably hlled this appointment. 

BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENTS— Early in the year the breth- 
ren at Kingston put in operation an effort for a new church. The 
church was completed and dedicated on the 27th of April. The 
building is of frame and with lot, is valued at about $6,000. The 
writer assisted by T. S. Pool, G. H. Hanawalt, H. M. Burns, C. C. 
Jones. H E. Butler, and the pastor after raising the necessary funds 
dedicated the church. 

Santa Fe Avenue, after long waiting secured a pledge of $^77.52 
as a gift from the Church Extension Society and the grant of a 
loan of $3,000, and with these as a kind of collateral the pastor was 
enabled to make arrangements for the financing of our church. The 
church is of Mission style of architecture and will cost something 
over $12,000. It is already enclosed and the brethren hope to be 
able to dedicate before the holidays. Keokuk improved the parson- 
age, expending about $300, and the church has in pledges about 
$5,000 on the $12,000 debt, in sight. 

Morning Sun church remodeled the parsonage at a cost of $950, 
giving them a very convenient home for the pastor. 

Montrose spent about $600 on the rebuilding of the parsonage, 
which will give them a neat little home. 

Birmingham shingled the parsonage, and in paint and carpets 
for the church spent $200. 

Burlington First spent 668.00 on parsonage. 

Burlington Grace has put about $75.00 on church and parsonage 
and are now in campaign to raise an old parsonage debt of $1500 and 
some other outstanding obligations amounting, I think, to some- 
thing like $1250, and a sufficient amount to fit up the basement 
for social purposes. There is at this writing something near $4,000 
pledged. The work will be pushed immediately after conference. 
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The Burlington Circuit people at Spring Grove expended about 
$200 in repairs and at Augusta about $68.00. 

Danville charge has improved the church, parsonage and Long 
CreeK cnurch at an expense ol $625. 

Donnellson now has a fund of $2400 and two lots for a new 
parsonage. 

l<’airfield First Church fitted up in tne basement a new room 
for tne Jrnmary department of the Sabbath school, costing $160. 

Bethesda, new pulpit furniture at $50 and Richwoods did $25 
on repairs. 

Mediapolis shingled the parsonage, put in new hardwood floors 
and papered at a cost of $255. 

On the Mt. Sterling charge there was purchased a new piano 
for the Mt. Sterling church and in paint and cement walks for par- 
sonage $475 was expended. 

Mt. Pleasant First expended about $300 in improvements. 

Trinity on the Mt. Union charge bought a new piano, built an 
arch to the cemetery ; Canaan on the same cnarge, papered and 
put in a new walk and with what the charge improved the parson- 
age $600 was expended. 

Wesley, on the Salem charge was improved at a cost of $60. 

Wayland raised a debt of something over $700 on the Wayland 
church property and improved the property by new roof, etc., costing 
$375. Finley spent $170 on improvements. 

West Burlington spent $125 in repairs on the church. 

Marsh on the Yarmouth charge, improved the church by new 
windows, carpets and paint, expending near $450. 

SALARIES — Salaries were increased on the District something 
over one thousand dollars. Many charges have reached about all 
that could be justly expected of them, but there are others that need 
to go materially higher if the pastors are to have an adequate sup- 
port. Definite attention is being given to these charges with this 
end in view. 

DISTRICT CONFERENCES AND CONVENTIONS— We held two 
District Conferences during the year. The programs were such as 
to be helpful. At the second one we had the pleasure of a visit by 
our Resident Bishop Bristol. He preached a i^ry helpful sermon, 
and our only regret was, that we could not have had him throughout 
the entire conference session. 

Our District League Convention was largely attended and proved 
a very decided success as to enthusiasm. The year among our 
Epworth Leagues of the district has been one of progress. 

Both the Woman’s Foreign and the Woman’s Home Missionary 
Societies held very profitable conventions. The reports will show 
I think a decided increase in the collections of these societies. 

THE BROTHERHOODS of the district are few and feeble. I 
am not sure whether the fault be the pastors or the men of the 
churches, or possibly the impossibility of the men who are already 
carrying so many burdens getting under this, so far as attendance 
is concerned. 

HOSPITALS — There seems to be a growing interest in the Hos- 
pital work of the church, and I believe the reports will show an 
increase in gifts for the same. 

ANTI-SALOON LEAGUE — Brother C. S. Cooper has given his 
usual care and energy to this work, and I believe the plea the 
League is making for Nation-wide prohibition will find a ready 
response on the part of all the Temperance forces. 
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THE PERMANENT FUND — The charges where Brother J. C. 
Kendrick has had opportunity to present this claim have seemed 
ready to lespond in a liberal way. 

THE IOWA WESLEYAN had a very good year so far as the work 
of the school was concerned. We had a large body of students 
who seemed intent on getting an education. The promise seems 
good to have the largest attendance the coming year that we have 
had in years. The reports of pastors, so far as I could get them, 
indicate that our offering to the College will be the largest that we 
have ever had, but there is one thing definitely imperative at the 
College, and that is that we get sufficient funds to repair our build- 
ings, and place the College on such financial basis that we will be 
enabled to pay all bills as they come due. Our undivided support 
should be given the president until this desired end shall be con- 
summated. 

I have called attention before in my reports to our tendency 
to increase the number of our collections from the churches, and 
to be over liberal with the use of our pulpits. I still believe that we 
should reduce the number of collections, and the privileges we 
extend to persons asking for our pulpits to the very lowest possible 
margin. We have far too many so-called Foreign students who go 
about our churches filching the people of money ostensibly to pay 
for the education of said students, but who are more or less get- 
ting money under false pretense. Some other way beside a special 
collection should be found for the raising of the money for the 
Student Pastors at the State institutions. 

While I have not the data at hand to give a definite report as 
to our Benevolent collections, yet I feel sure that we will have an 
increase over last year. The Pastors have as a rule, looked after 
these interests. Our greatest difficulty is in the smaller charges 
where these interests are put off so late in the year, that they come to 
interfere with the local interests of the church and then are delib- 
erately put aside. I believe the demand for a semi-annual report 
from the pastors will be a spur to such brethren. 

SPIRITUAL LIFE — There has been much more of a revival spir- 
it during the year than either of the former years of my work on 
the district. Most ot the charges have had some conversions. The 
largest number being in the charges where the pastors had held 
their own meetings the year before. We are re-learing how to be 
evangelistic as pastors. I am not encouraging the pastors to get 
evangelists, since I believe that no man can long succeed as a pas- 
tor who does not himself have the evangelistic fire. It seems im- 
possible for human nature to give emphasis to more than one thing 
at a time. For a number of years we have been giving emphasis 
.to church building, and the benevolences, and have almost lost sight 
of the spiritual note in our work. I am assuming that the one thing 
of supreme importance in our ministry is to help men to cleaner, 
higher living and I am therefore calling attention to our need of a 
revival. I believe that if we can have a revival that will reach and 
convert the most of our church membership, then our church finances, 
both local and benevolent, will be speedily and amply cared for. 
Then there is a spirit of restlessness on the part of both pastors and 
people that is not making for the highest efficiency. The preachers 
too often seemingly thinking of grade and better fields, and the 
laymen taken up with the thought that they should have impiediate- 
Iv a pastor who could ENTERTAIN as successfully as their latest 
Chautauqua performer. It is more of God that both need, and if 
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we will but get Him, we will think less of some other things. So 
I am persuaded that the thing that Burlington District most needs 
is a revival and towards this I am seeking to turn the prayers and 
energies of both pastors and people.

MUSCATINE DISTRICT 

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: With a deep sense of gratitude to 

God, I present this, my sixth report, of the work of Gospel grace 
among the people of the Muscatine District. The past six years 
have been blessed with continued growth and improvement. At their 
beginning, in 1907, taking the Conference Journal as our guide, 
there were 5779 members, now there are 8,000. Then the church 
and parsonage property was valued at $272,070. Now it is at $540,700, 
a gain of over $268,700, but some of this valuation came by addi- 
tions caused by the merging erf five districts into four, but allowing for 
this, there have been about $230,000 worth of property added to the 
district, in the past six years. The Sunday schools have increased, 
from 6,036 enrollment, to 8,392. The total benevolent collections in 
1907 were $12,640. Last year they were $18,545, or an increase of 
nearly $6,000 in five years. The total cash salary of the preachers 
in 1907 was $21,905, now it is $37,320, an increase of $15,415, but 
$4,775 of this is from the five charges added by merging of districts, 
but showing a net gaiti of $12,640 paid for Ministerial Support. 

The Churches which have been rebuilt, remodeled or built new 
entirely, are at Nichols, Gladwin, Oakville, Kaiona, Sharon, Tiflin, 
Sweetland, High Prairie, Ainsworth, Muscatine and Washington, be- 
sides some thousands of dollars spent in minor repairs on churches 
throughout the district. The new parsonages that have been built 
or bought in the six years, are at Muscatine North, Muscatine South, 
Columbus Junction, Grandview, Victor, Nichols and Crawfordsville; 
and these have cost over $17,000, besides smaller repairs on many 
other parsonages, making over $20,000, so that now every pastoral 
charge in the Musactine district furnishes the "pastor a home. The 
last one built is the fine new parsonage at Nichols, costing nearly 
$3,000, greatly to the credit of the efficient labors of Brother C. H. 
Montgomery, who has supplied there this year. 

This year began with the dedication of the new church in Mus- 
catine. The first Sunday of the year. Dr. Charles B. Mitchell of 
Chicago, preached and dedicated the church, all the money of its cost, 
$122,000 being previously subscribed by private solicitation months 
before dedication. A week of dedication services were held, and Dr. 
Iliff preached at its close. Sept. 22nd. A sore affliction came to the 
pastor Dr. Grigsby immediately following, so he was out of his pul- 
pit for several weeks. I preached for him Sept. 29th, and secured 
various pastors of the Conference with Bishop Warne to fill the pul- 
pit for four successive weeks. Dr. Wright, of the Nebraska Confer- 
ence was afterward secured by the pastor to preach, and he served 
well through the winter, and till Dr .Grigsby was able to return, in 
May, since when he has been in continuous service to the end of 
the year. 
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some weeks on account of a stubborn throat trouble that made it 
hard for him to speak, and is not well yet. 

Brother Badgley’s wife, at Muscatine South, has been severely 
afflicted this year, and in the hospital in Des Moines for several 
weeks, and is now in the Hershey hospital in Muscatine. This has 
somewhat hindered Brother Badgley in his work this year. 

Brother Scott at Riverside has also been much hindered by the 
sickness of his wife, who has been in our hospital in Des Moines, 
and who finally so craved to visit her old home across the sea, that 
Brother Scott took her back to Ireland in hopes that her health 
might improve. He has not yet returned, but expects to be back 
by Sept. 14th. Brother H. F. Pugh has supplied Riverside in Bro. 
Scott’s absence. 

Otherwise, the pastors and their families have been in reason- 
ably good health, and God has blessed their labors, as I think their 
reports will show. 

On Jan. 6th, our new church at Ainsworth was dedicated by 
Bishop Bristol. All the money of its cost, $16,000 had been sub- 
scribed before the day of dedication. Brother J. A. Glendinning, the 
pastor, and the brave body of layment at Ainsworth, deserve the 
highest praise for the splendid work they have done. They have 
now one of the best and most convenient churches in the district 
and it is a very beautiful church, inside and out, and from every 
point of view. Immediately after the dedication of this church. Bi- 
shop Bristol transferred Bro. Glendinning over into the Ottumwa 
District, appointing him to Centerville, and appointed Bro. P. M. 
Conant to Ainsworth. 

At the close of the last Conference session, Tiffln and Koszta 
Circuits were left to be supplied. I secured Bro. L. A. Crull to 
supply Tiffln and he has done good service during the year. After 
quite a delay I appointed Bro. A. J. Glanz, a local preacher, to sup- 
ply Koszta, and he has done good work. 

Our church at Washington, after long delays, is nearing the 
point of roofing, and will be ready for dedication by spring, if no 
other halts or hitches hinder the work. Dr. II. S. Smith and his 
loyal people have displayed wonderful powers of patience and long 
suffering. 

All of the charges have been urged to bring up all the Bene- 
volences and Disciplinary Collections, at the various Quarterly Con- 
ferences, and in a private and personal way, by the District Super- 
intendent. The pastors on the whole, have been faithful, tireless 
and diligent in their work, many of them have held good and help- 
ful meetings, with varying success and results, viz.: At Wilton, 

West Liberty, Williamsburg, Washington, North English, Wellman, 
North Muscatine, Lone Tree, Letts, Columbus Junction, Brighton, 
Tiffln, Riverside, Ainsworth, Lexington, Sweetland and Koszta. Oth- 
er charges have had ingatherings of new members in considerable 
numbers. In these things I have had a personal and a perpetual 
joy, and have encouraged the pastors to reach after the unsaved 
and add to the church daily, such as are being saved. 

The communion services have been seasons of great spiritual 
blessedness. 

The District is organized as to Sunday schools, Epworth Leagues, 
Ladies Aid Societies, Woman’s Foreign and Woman’s Home Mission- 
ary Societies, etc. We have had two sessions of the District Con- 
ference, very interesting, this year, and a very enthusiastic and help- 
ful District Epworth League meeting. Not a great deal can be said

for enthusiasm in the Junior Leagues, for some reason they do not 
flourish as they should. One gerat cause, I think, is the lack of 
all-round qualified persons to superintend and conduct them. The 
district is on the qpward trend, as to better churches, better parson- 
ages, better salaries, better preachers, larger gifts for benevolent 
interests, wide-awake workers, all through the church. 

Our conference session, coming in the early Fall, as it does, caus- 
es our pastors a vast amount of difficulty in securing the benevo- 
lent collections. Many of our ablest members are away 
on vacations, or attending Chautauquas or fairs, so it is hard 
to find them, and often they do not return home till after the pas- 
tors are gone to Conference. The closing-up work of the year is 
done in the hottest, dryest, most unfavorable season, when con- 
gregations are smallest, Sunday Schools scattered, Epworth Leagues 
lean and prayer meetings nearly nil, and everything has a run- 
down, discouraging aspect. If we could meet our Conference in the 
spring when everything and everybody is at floodtide in cheer and 
hope, churches full, Sunday Schools full, and the masses accessible, 
it would be worth thousands of dollar.s to the treasury of our be- 
loved church. 

In conclusion, let me say a personal word: I have been now 

in the Itinerancy for 43 years. I joined the Kentucky Conference 
of our Church in 1870, in March. For five of these years I held a 
Supernumerary relation in order to attend school at De Pauw Uni- 
versity, from which I was graduated in June, 1879, but in the March 
preceding I was made effective, and ever since have been in the pas- 
torate and the Superintendency of the Muscatine District. I desire 
to record my appreciation and high regard for all the preachers 
with whom I have worked all these years, and especially to thank 
the preachers and laymen of the Muscatine District for the uni- 
form respect, and abiding kindness they have shown me. We have 
met and wrestled with all of the problems of the district work in 
love and good fellowship; and there has not been one quarrel in 
any Quarterly or District Conference, in all those years. My work 
with the other Superintendents has only increased my confidence 
in conscientious fairness and equity of them all, and I close my work 
with increased love and faith in God, and in my brother ministers, 
and in our honored and beloved Bishops and in the Church.

OSKALOOSA DISTRICT 

Bishop, Fathers and Brethren: 

I esteem it a great privilege and pleasure in behalf of the Os- 
kaloosa District, to welcome the Iowa Conference for entertainment 
within the bounds of the best district in the Iowa Conference. You 
were with us at Pella under the presidency of Bishop Luther B. 
Wilson in 1910, and Pella still remembers with pleasure and de- 
light your stay among them, and again you were with us at New- 
ton in 1912, under the presidency of Bishop Edwin H. Hughes, 
himself a product of the Oskaloosa District whose presidency on the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of his admission into the conference at New- 
ton was an occasion of special rejoicing and delight, and Newton 
is commemorating the occasion by building a beautiful and com- 
modious church and now we have the pleasure of welcoming you 
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in the very heart of the district under the presidency of Bishop 
Shepard with the confident expectation that your coming among 
us at this time will be an inspiration to even better and nobler 
things than would have been possible but for your coming. We 
are glad to welcome you here in one of the best, most prosperous 
and enterprising and beauiiiul cities of the state, noted for its 
churches, co-operating in most perfect harmony with each other in 
the real unity of spirit and fellowship, its public schools, colleges, 
beautiful homes, magnificent railway system, inviting parks and best 
of all without an open saloon. It is not often that a city of our 
size is favered v/ith the incoming at one time of such a host of stand- 
ing ever staunch, and true with each other for righteousness as are 
gathered here at this time in the coming of the hosts of Quakers 
or Friends in their special yearly Meeting coming together from all 
parts of the country at a time of rejoicing over the dedication of 
their beautiful church, v/hich will stand ever a monument of the 
enterprise of that people and an ornament to our city, and this at 
the same time that our Annual Conference is here in session. We 
want you to get large inspiration from the occasion and to be so 
delighted with your stay among us that you will want to come again. 

THE OSKALOOSA DISTRICT — The Oskaloosa District covers the 
territory equal to four counties as follows: Mahaska, Powesheik, 

half each of Jasper, Marion, Monroe and Keokuk counties. We 
have thirty-eight charges and ninety-seven churches with a mem- 
bership of little less than ten thusand. I am confident without 
taking time to verify the statement, that w^e have more churches 
and minister to more people with a larger constituency than all the 
other Protestant churches combined, with more Sabbath Schools, 
young people’s societies and raise and pay out more money than 
all the others put together. 

PASTORS, SUPPLIES, ETC. — The pastors regularly appointed 
entered upon their work promptly after adjournment of conference 
and with but two exceptions have labored faithfully through the year. 
P. B. Tucker appointed to Sigourney immediately following his first 
quarterly conference left his charge and moved to Ottumwa to en- 
ter cecular business. After some delay during which Dr. H. N. 
Smith, whose Sabbaths were not required by the college, filled the 
pulpit, Lloyd H. Lanning was transferred from the Missouri Con- 
ference and appointed to Sigourney, and has proven himself the 
right man for the place. Early in January. H. M. Strong, through 
Dr. A. A. Thompson of the Des Moines conference, asked consent 
to his transfer to that conference, which was granted and he was 
appointed to Tingley of that conference. Bishop Bristol released 
with the consent of J. A. Boatman, C. L. Jordan from Millersburg, 
and he was appointed to the Martinsburg charge. The Ew’art charge 
was supplied the first part of the year by M. 0. Mitchell, who later 
left to take up other work and C. C. Harris was appointed to fill out 
the year. The Taintor charge was supplied by A. B. Johnson and 
T. A. Brunker was appointed to the Lacey charge and has served 
for the year. The Ollie appointment was associated with the Mar- 
tinsburg charge and W. E. Buell appointed assistant pastor. The 
Eden appointment church on the Knoxville circuit asked to be sup- 
plied from Knoxville church and Concord church was connected 
with the Guernsey church, the pastor alternating Sabbaths between 
the two places. D. W. Witham, supplying the Rose-Hill charge, re- 
fused after his second quarterly conference, to serve the outside ap- 
pointments and H. H. Wagner was appointed to these for the re- 
mainder of the year. 
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CONFERENCES, CONVENTIONS, ETC— The two sessions of the 
district conference have been held, the first at Hedrick in October, 
and was largely attended and of more than usual interest. The 
second was held at New Sharon in June and almost all the pastors 
were in attendance and had the additional interest of having Bishop 
Bristol, the resident Bishop present to preach the opening sermon 
which was as helpful and uplifting as his presence was inspiring and 
brotherly. The conference had the usual attention and interest that 
characterizes all the conferences of the district. The Epworth 
League after holding a League Institute some time before at Grin- 
nell, held a convention at Newton the week before the district confer- 
ence, which was one of its most enthusiastic and successful conven- 
tions held. The Women’s Missionary societies held successful conven- 
tions during the year and have done successful work throughout the 
district. 

SALARIES, BENEVOLENCES, ETC. — It is a matter of special 
congratulation and compliment to the pastors that the salaries of 
the pastors were increased in the aggregate more than two thous- 
and dollars and better still, most of them will be paid in full, with 
already the promise of an advance of over one thousand dollars 
the coming year. A number of pastors will report benevolences 
in full with perhaps the exception of the 33 1-3 cents per member 
for Iowa Wesleyan. I am confident however that the pastors have 
faithfully and loyally done their best for the college. Our en- 
vironment with three institutions of higher learning here in Os- 
kaloosa. Central college at Pella, Iowa College at Grinnell, Simp- 
son close on our west border. Highland Park, Drake, and the Bap- 
tist colleges in Des Moines, with direct railroad communication, the 
State University at Iowa City, and Cornell and Coe near at hand, 
all of them watching every possible opportunity for sending their 
representatives into our public and high schools to get the atten- 
tion of the young people, and the local ones raising money on the 
plea of local interest involved, it is not missing the mark to say 
that our pastors have an environment with which to contend that 
is not the case of any other district of the conference, but in the 
face of all this, some will report the 33 1-3 cents per member, pos- 
sibly one or two over that, but most of them unable to reach it. 

EPWORTH LEAGUES, SABBATH SCHOOLS, AID SOCIETIES— 
The Epworth and Junior Leagues over the district ar^ on the up- 
grade and doing excellent work. While it is a misfortune that any 
church is without either or rather without both of these, yet in some 
places the difficulties seem insurmountable when the pastor has 
done his utmost. The Sabbath Schools over the district are in ex- 
cellent results in their reports. The Aid Societies are proving their 
pecially is true wherever the Adult movement is encouraged. The 
W. H. and W. F. Missionary societies are active and will show ex- 
cellent results in their erports. The Aid Societies are proving their 
devotion and loyalty by active, diligent work in the interest of the 
churches, parsonages and pastors. I will give you in tabulated form 
the amount raised during the year. 

Among the institutions in which the entire conference is in- 
terested but Oskaloosa district in particular, on account of three of 
its pastors are members of the Board of Directors and the District 
Superintendent a member of the Executive Committee, with one 
of the Corresponding Secretaries living within the district and a 
member of the conference, is the Iowa Methodist Hospital. As 
the Iowa Wesleyan College is the one institution above all others 
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of the Iowa Conference, so that Iowa Methodist Hospital is the one 
institution above all others of Iowa Methodism. The District Su- 
perintendent was requested by the Executive Committee to repre- 
sent this interest before the Conference, but he has invited Dr. 
Graham, Superintendent of the Hospital, to be present Friday or 
Saturday, and you will have the representation from him. The Exe- 
cutive Committee have requested the re-appointment of W. P. Stod- 
dard as one of the Corresponding Secretaries. 

CHURCH BUILDING, IMPROVING, ETC.— In view of th’e fact 
that the district was well supplied with churches and parsonages, 
and these mostly in good condition, it was not anticipated that much 
headway would be made in these directions, but in both directions 
a commendable progress has been made. A number of churches 
have been improved at a cost ranging from fifty to three hundred 
dollars, among these the Mt. Pleasant church on the Kellogg charge 
at a cost of some between two and three hundred dollars. The 
church at Barnes City has been made a new and beautiful church and 
will be dedicated soon after conference, the cost about $3,000. The 
church at Deep River is now in process of rebuilding and is vir- 
tually a new building and will be a credit to the town and a com- 
plim.ent to the church membership at a larger cost. Our church at 
Sully has been reseated and otherwise improved and made attract- 
ive. The new church at Newton is progressing somewhat slowly on 
account of the delay by the architect, but it is progressing surely 
so that undoubtedly the coming year will witness the completion of 
new church. Undoubtedly the best location in the city for the new 
church has been obtained at a cost of some ten thousand dollars 
and the architects have completed the plans and these have been 
accepted by the committee. The building will be in classic design, 
78x120, complete in three floors and with a seating capacity of four- 
teen hundred, including the Sunday School extension. The con- 
tract has been let and the building will soon be under way and 
the work pushed to its completion. The trustees have also pur- 
chased a new parsonage at a cost of four thousand five hundred dol- 
lars. This with the new church enterprise at Brooklyn that will 
be under way early in the year will be the two important church 
building enterprises of the coming year. A few changes in church 
and parsonage property have occurred during the year in the way 
of purchase and sale. The New Salem church on the Lynnville 
charge has been sold at something over two hundred dollars, and 
the Greenwood church of the Taintor charge, and the Forest Home 
church on Ewart charge, have been ordered sold and will be put on 
the market soon after conference closes. At Harvey a property con- 
sisting of two houses and some three or more acres of ground were 
deeded to the Methodist church by a Brother Williams a short time 
before his decease and have since come into possession of the trus- 
tees. It is most likely that the larger of the two houses will be 
used instead of the present parsonage.

CONCLUSION — After these notes of success and victory for the 
year I close with heart notes of tenderness and sadness and yet with 
the assurance of the abiding sufficiency of grace of submission to the 
divine dealings. With but two exceptions the homes of the ministers 
of the district have been exempt from affliction and sorrow. The 
wife of the pastor at Eddyville was for a time seriously ill in the 
Methodist Hospital at Des Moines, but has entirely regained her health 
again. Early in the year while in district work the District Superin- 
tendent by an unavoidable accident suffered a broken right arm and 
a rib in the right side, but only missed the appointments of one Sab- 
bath which Dr. McClelland kindly filled in and after that Mrs. Staf- 
ford as a traveling companion, made it possible to carry forward the 
work until the injury had recovered enough to take up the work 
again alone. 

Two homes have been saddened with bereavement. The home 
of Brother and Sister Filmer was darkened with the shadows of 
a sad bereavement in the sudden death of a noble son, who was taken 
in the prime of young manhood as the result of a railroad accident 
from which he was hopefully recovering when erysipelas set in and 
developed so rapidly that he passed into the beyond before the anx- 
ious parents could reach him and they were left to mourn his going 
and to await the meeting and greeting on the other side. 

The District Superintendent was called home from the district con- 
ference on the last day of its session with the news that the young- 
est son was seriously ill with ptomaine poisoning in the hospital at 
Duluth, Minnesota. All possible efforts were made by the members 
of the family to reach him, but death outstripped them in the race 
and ere any of them could reach their destination he had gone away 
from us stricken down in the strength and vigor of a strong young 
manhood full of rare promise not alone in preparation for, but al- 
ready entered upon the career of usefulness. A short vacation 
seemed necessary in the interest of her, to whom the shock came 
with the most terrific effect and I take advantage of this opportun- 
ity to thank the brethren for their offers of not only the most brotherly 
and kindly sympathy, but of service where and whenever they could 
be used to any advantage. Following this brief rest the district work 
was carried forward it is true with a heavy heart, but without im- 
posing on the churches or conferences any of the weight of sor- 
row that the heart had carried, in fact the aim has been to in a 
measure forget the heartache in the effort to serve the brethren 
and churches in the district work. The many messages of tender- 
est sympathy from brethren of the ministry and laity of the district, 
conference and from the Church at large, have not only revealed 
the tie of common brotherhood of the Church, but have been all 
the help that human sympathy could supply. With highest appre- 
ciation and grateful hearts, we acknowledge the helpfulness of this 
sympathy, but with it all the shadows will stay and the heartaches 
abide until we shall again feel the “touch of the vanished hands,” 
and hear the sound of the voice that “grew still.”

Bishop Shepard and Brethren: 

The appointments left to be supplied were filled as soon after 
Conference as the men could be found. November the 26th, Bishop 
Bristol appointed Lloyd Tennant, of Cantril, to be Chaplain of the 
State Penitentiary in Ft. Madison. This vacancy was filled with 
F. A. Smith. Jan. 1st, J. R. Hanley, because of the illness of his 
wife, resigned his charge at Centerville and the place was taken 
by J. A. Glendinning. In this adjustment several other changes were 
made as will be shown in the reports. 

CONFERENCES AND CONVENTIONS— Two sessions of the Dis- 
trict Conference wer held, in Autumn at Cantril and in June in Rich- 
land. The fall conference was full of good things among them the 
presence and address of Bishop Warne. The spring session was 
given to the study of our problems and of the plan of the Finance 
Commission. Dr. E. J. Lockwood, of Cedar Rapids, represented the 
Commission and delivered a splendid address on the “Duplex plan.” 

The District Epworth League Convention was held in Bloomfield 
in June. It was a profitable meeting. 

The Woman’s Home and Woman’s Foreign Missionary Societies 
held good district meetings during the spring. Both have organ- 
ized new auxiliaries this year and I hope will be able to add many 
more next year. 

PERMANENT FUND — Brother J. C. Kendrick reports success 
for the Permanent Fund. He represents the matter in an interest- 
ing and effectual way and is winning friends for the cause and the 
church. It is the thought in our district to put on a special cam- 
paign for the Permanent Fund this fall. 

OUR COLLEGE! — This has been a year of fidelity to the college. 
Our pastors have undertaken the 50c per full member and, though 
few will report that amount in full, I am sure we have made a nice 
gain. The question in the 1912 Discipline which calls for a report 
to the Fourth Quarterly Conference as to whether or no the pastor 
has sent in the names of the young people who should attend our 
schools and colleges will help us find new students. It is our busi- 
ness to talk to the young people about college and get the college 
bee in their bonnet. I find some of our strongest business men op- 
posed to the present plan of free tuition. The complaint is that it 
is unbusiness-like and can not be properly administered. 

CHURCH DEPARTMENTS — The various departments of the 

church are fairly well organized, but need more working. The Ep- 
worth League is gaining ground. The devotional meetings are 
somewhat spiritual and average about twenty-five in attendance. 

We have only eight or ten Junior Leagues in the district. Our 
problem is not to find the children and get them to come to league, 
but to find superintendents , and teachers. In as much as religious 
training is largely neglected in the home now a days, we need 
the Junior League. 

The Sunday School work is growing, both in numbers and pro- 
ficiency. The organized class seems to be a success where properly 
handled. The graded system has many good things in its favor. 

We have a number of Class meetings in the District. Prayer 
meetings are not largely attended, but are maintained in most of 
the charges. 
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The church services are fairly well supported. Our hymnals 



are used in all the larger churches, but the people know only a 
few of the many good songs. We need one or two evenings each 
month for the learning of new hymns. 

BENEVOLENCES — Our apportionments were greatly increased 
this year, some as much as 150 per cent. We will not reach the ap- 
portionment but will report an increase. One of our needs of the 
hour is the “Duplex system” in every church. In spite of the plans 
of the last General Conference to reduce the number of appeals we 



have had, if any difference, more than ever. 

DEBTS, IMPROVEMENTS, ETC. — Mystic has paid off the debt on 
their parsonage of $870. Centerville has arranged for a deficit of 
about $1,000. Eldon charge has made extensive repairs on both of 
their churches. They have expended about $1,400. Ashland church 
is now one of the best country churches in the conference. Rev. 
E. M. Vance is now living iiithe new parsonage at Richland. It 
is a beautiful parsonage home of which Richland is deservedly proud. 
Drakesville charge has put in a new piano at Ash Grove and has 
most of the money for a new instrument and lighting plant at 
Drakesville. Bloomfield will spend about $1 200 in cleaning and re- 



pairing the church and paying for the pavement. Troy has ex- 
pended about $200 in improvements. Chillicothe has a new lighting 
plant costing about $150. Pulaski also has new light at a cost of 
about $60. Other churches have made needed repairs and improve- 
ments, so that our property is all in good condition and well in- 



sured. 



SALARIES — Though there has not been a large increase in sal- 
aries this year, I am hoping there will not be as large a deficiency 
as last year. We must have some concerted action before long 
with reference to support. Our pastors can not live and buy books 
etc., on $700 to $750. I move we make the minimum salary $800 
and house. 

OUR PRAYER — Most of the charges had special meetings which 
resulted in a number of conversions and the quickening of the 
membership. Our spiritual needs are many and my prayer is found 
in Hab. 3:2, “0 Lord, REVIVE thy work.” 

I wish here to record my appreciation of the uniform kindness 
of the pastors, their wives and the dear little friends of the parson- 
ages. Also of the laymen who are loyal and given tq^ hospitality. 

I thank God for His patience and providence to us all.

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BOOKS AND PERIODICALS 

We, your committee on Books and Periodicals after a conference 
with the representative from the office force concerning the ac- 
counts have the following report to submit. 

Our Conference makes a splendid showing in book sales taken 
in ratio to the number of charges. The pastors have responded to 
the annual settlement plan with but a few exceptions. These ex- 
ceptions are from year to year the same ones. Some special men- 
tion should be made of the fact that the probationers or supplies 
who are often just with us a short time are by far the greater per 
cent of the delinquents. 

We recommend that if after two sessions of the conference 
settlement has not been made, the case be referred to the Confer- 
ence Relations Committee. 

Our periodicals have the support of the pastors and are taken 
throughout the Conference almost exclusively. 

We urge fidelity to the Church Advocates with loyalty to the 
church papers first. The Epworth Herald is still the great paper 
of the young people and the church and League need its weekly 
visits. 



BENEVOLENCES 

The committee on Benevolences other than Missions, make the 
following report: 

1. We note with pleasure the interest among the pastors en- 
deavoring to raise all the Benevolences in full. 

2. We recommend that the collections be taken early in the 
Conference year. 

3. We are happy to report a handsome increase in the collec- 
tion for Iowa Wesleyan College. 

4. In addition to our Disciplinary Benevolences, we recommend 
that our pulpits he opened to the representatives of the Anti-Saloon 
League, our Hospitals and the Iowa Conference Permanent Fund, 
but that our hospitals be not allowed representation ofterier than 
once in two years.

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CHURCH AND STATE 

Your special committee on Church and State have carefully 
considered the questions referred to them and would move the adop- 
tion of the following resolutions: H 

I. Army and Navy Chaplain’s MemoriaL 

We heartily approve the recommendations contained in the mem- 
orial addressed to the churches of our nation, by the Association 
of Chaplains of the Military and Naval forces of the United States, 
calling for more eflBcient and systematic work along moral and re- 
ligious lines among the boys who have enlisted in our army and 
navy. We would urge upon our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress to lend their aid in securing the legislation necessary to 
carry these recommendations into effect. 

IL Chautauqua Assemblies and Sabbath Desecration. 

While we wish to record our approval of and sympathy with the 
Short Course Tent Chautauqua movement, which has been inaugur- 
ated for the benefit of our small communities, we feel called upon 
to most unqualifiedly express our disapproval of the tendency pre- 
vailing in some quarters to, through their agency, commercialize 
the Sabbath; by making that the closing and principal money-getting 
day; putting on especially attractive numbers, such as so-called 
sacred instrumental concerts and charging an admission fee thereto. 

And we call upon our people to join us in a protest against such 
action, not only by word, but also by refusing to attend the enter- 
tainments given on the Sabbath day, no matter under what guise 
they may be presented, for which an admission fee is charged. 

111. Work of the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. 

Recognizing the great need of active missionary work among 
the alien races of the United States and in the slums of our great 
cities, we note with gratitude the successful work being done by the 
Woman’s Home Missionary Society, and rejoice over the increased 
membership of this organization in the Iowa Conference. We will 
welcome its representatives to our churches, and unite with them in 
their efforts to organize their work on every charge in our Conference. 
lY. Inter-Conference Commission. 

In accordance with the instructions and under the powers granted 
by the four English speaking conferences of Iowa, Bishop Bristol 
apointed as pastor at Ames, Rev. William Hints, who assumed charge 
in January and Rev. L. F. Townsend was appointed pastor at Iowa 
City in August. 

These brethren have been appointed on the strength of the 
apportionment of $100 per district in the state voted by the four 
annual conferences. This sum will need to be supplemented in other 
ways by your commission as may seem possible. 

Since the University Pastor fund was created the sum of $1469 
has been received. The pastors are paid at the rate of $125 per 
month. The sum of $1189 has been paid for support and moving 
expenses of these pastors. 

We ask for $400 to be apportioned $100 to each district and that 
we give notice that after this year we withdraw our support. 

We recommend the appointment of the following persons as 
members of the commission representing the Iowa Conference:

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DELEGATE TO LNTER-CHURCH FEDERATION. 

The Iowa Conference Delegate to the Inter-Church Federation 
of the State of Iowa, begs leave to submit the following report: 

Statement. 

An Inter-denominational conference was held in Des Moines, 
April 18, iyi2, composed of the following churches: Baptist, Con- 

gregational, Disciples, Episcopal, Methodist, Presbyterian and United 
r'resbyierian. It was the unanimous judgment of the representatives 
of these Cnurches that the time was ripe for a closer fellowship 
between the churches of Christ in Iowa. Accordingly a temporary 
organization was formed, and a tentative constitution drafted, look- 
ing to the formation of an Inter-Church Federation in Iowa. 

This tentative constitution was submitted to the various de- 
nominational state bodies in their annual meetings. The Federa- 
tion movement was heartily and unanimously endorsed and no specific 
amendments to the constitution were offered. 

The above mention churches again met as a delegated confer- 
ence April 17, 1913. The organization of a State Federation was 
completed with the election of the officers here named. The follow- 
ing Constitution was adopted, as expressing the principles of the Fed- 
eration, and as offering the method by which these principles shall 
be carried out. 

Constitution. 

ARTICLE I.— NAME. 

This organization shall be called the Inter-Church Federation of 
the State of Iowa, auxiliary to the Federal Council or the Churches 
of Christ in America. 

ARTICLE II.— OBJECT. 

The purpose of this organization is to magnify the spirit of 
Christ; to maniftst more clearly the essential unity of the church 
of Jesus Christ; and to promote the harmonious and effective work 
of the church by comity, co-operation and fellowship in worship and 
service; that thereby — 

1. The evangelization of the communities of the State may be 
accomplished more systematically, economically and effectively; 

2. The over-churching of some communities and neighborhoods, 
and the neglect of others may be cured; 

3. An agency may be maintained for ascertaining and express- 
ing the common Christian sentiment of the State upon moral issues; 

4. Ecclesiastical and Benevolent agencies may be more closely 
related and more intelligently co-ordinated in aims and methods; 

5. The spirit of mutual interest and helpfulness between all 
parts of the social and industrial order may be promoted; good 
citizenship cultivated; legislation secured adequately enforcing tem- 
perance, Sabbath observance, social purity, law and order. 

ARTICLE III.— MEMBERSHIP. 

The Federation shall be composed of delegates appointed by such 
churches of this state as desire representation and co-operation and 
are entitled to representation in the “Federal Council” above named. 
Each such church shall be entitled to two members; churches with 
a State membership of between 50,000 and 100,000 shall be entitled 
to four members; churches with a State membership of more than 
100,000 shall be entitled to six members. These members shall be 
appointed in such a manner as each federated body shall determine. 
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ARTICLE IV.— AUTHORITY. 

The Federation claims no authority over the churches within its 
membership. Its functions are those of inquiry, investigation and 
advice.

The Committee on District Conference Records has examined the 
records and find them correctly kept We recommend that each 
pastor prepare a list of district conference members in his charge 
and submit same to the Secretary of the District Conference at the 
time of the fall session. 



EDUCATION 

The church does not yet fully comprehend the rapidly enlarging 
scope of the work actually done by the Board of Education under the 
legislation of the last two General Conferences. The Children’s Day 
Loan Fund, the administration of which was formerly the chief 
concern of this Board, is of increasing value and was never more 
worthy of our contributions. It continues to aid more than 2,000 
students a year. 

The Board of Education now directs and supports Mission Schools 
among the Mountaineers of the South, a work certainly worthy of 
the liberality of our people. In addition, the Board is striving to 
aid our Methodist colleges, universities and secondary schools to 
meet the ever increasing financial burdens incident to maintaining 
the higher degree of educational efiSciency demanded by modern 
conditions. A few grants in aid have been made; more would be 
if the Board had the funds. But more helpful even than this has 
been the policy of the Board, which during the last school year 
has placed the experience and personal aid of its Secretary and 
others under his direction, at the service of our schools, in the ac- 
tual work of counselling, inspiring, publicizing, organizing and as- 
sisting in manifold ways in the - campaigns which have actually 
saved several of them from disaster, all this as a rule without ex- 
pense to the institutions. This personal aid and sympathetic co- 
operation has been more valuable than gifts of money, but if it 
could be accompanied by small conditional gifts which would inspire 
local effort, it would be worth still more. 

The assistance rendered our institutions through the literature 
of the Board, notably “The Christian Student,” through the advice 
and co-operation of men of wide educational experience, through its 
teachers’ bureau, and through its efforts in co-operation with the 
Commission on Evangelism to promote the moral and religious care 
of Methodist young people in all institutions of ' learning, entitles 
the Board of Education to* the increasing consideration of our peo- 
ple and ought to indicate to us the need of raising the collection for 
this Board in full. 

In as much as the Board has generously elected not to accept 
more than twenty per cent of what shall be raised for the public 
Educational Collection and inasmuch as the Board has also elected 
that it *will not accept in any case as its share of the Public Edu- 
cational Collection a single dollar more than the apportionment to 
be sent out by the commission on Finance and inasmuch as the 
policy of the Board of Education toward the Iowa Conference has 
been and is most generous and considerate, we recommend that this 
Conference take one Public Educational Collection for the coming 
year. 

The increase in the Educational Collection to an aggregate of 
$7092.00 is gratifying tc the Conference and to the College. The 
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apportionment of fifty cents per member is again made as last year, 
but the recommendation is made to the College administration to 
recognize for an additional year students who are worthy and needy 
and properly recommended from those churches which contribute 
thirty-three and one-third cents per member and that the sliding 
scale adopted last year be reaffirmed forty cents for 1915 and fifty 
cents for 1916. 

Iowa Wesleyan’s forward movement for the raising of an ag- 
gregate of $500,000.00 is worthy of the sympathy and support of all 
friends of Christian Education. The campaign for additional En- 
dowment should be pursued with vigor that the goal be reached 
by the indicated time, July 1, 1916. In connection with and as a 
part of the forward movement, the raising of the Sustentation Fund 
mentioned in President Schell’s report is imperative. We believe 
the hearty co-operation of all friends of the college with the Pres- 
ident and his aids in the forward movement to which he will now 
devote his entire time can not fail to produce returns commensur- 
ate with the need and the effort put forth.

EVANGELISM

Whereas it is generally recognized that this is an age of com- 
mercialism, a day in which men and women in their eager haste 
to lay hold on stocks and bonds, houses and lands, money and se- 
curities, are sorely tempted and very liable to disregard all spirit- 
ual values, and. 

Whereas, the marvelous prosperity of the last two decades has 
caused many to have a feeling of self satisfaction and self sufficien- 
cy, while others, driven by the press of business and hard work 
to seek some recreation, have gone pleasure mad, and 

Whereas, the general worldly tendency has brought a lack of 
conviction of sin and a need of God, 

Therefore, we, your committee on evangelism, do earnestly call 
upon every District Superintendent and pastor to bring to the at- 
tention of his people the need of 

First, a greater emphasis on home religion. 

We must get back to the days when the Bible was THE book 
in every household, when time was taken for the study of its 
truths, when its precepts were stored up in memory and heart, and 
it was THE guide-book of life. 

The prayer life of our people must also de developed. 
There must be a building up of the family altar and 
daily worship in the homes of the people. It is a sad 
thing that when our pastors are asked, as they now are in our 
new reports, “What per cent of your members have family wor- 
ship? they are compelled to answer 5, 10, 20, 30, or even at the most 
50 per cent. The modern spirit already referred to is robbing our 
homes of their altars, and in consequence the churches of power. 
There is no time taken for family religion and our people are for- 
getting how to pray. It is difficult to find but few who can or who 
will pray in the public assembly. This is why our revival fires 
burn low, and often die out altogether. Believing that all true evan- 
gelism must begin in the home, we therefore set this down as needing 
the first emphasis. 

In the second place, emphasis must be placed on the PERSONAL 
EFFORT in Evangelism. While we recommend that every District 
Superintendent take up this work, lending his help to the needy 
places, especially the rural districts, and every pastor to exert him- 
self to the utmost in this work, we also urge every pastor to enlist 
EVERY member in a campaign of evangelism, for the work must not 
rest alone with the pastor, but, like the young men, the princes of 
the provinces of Ahab who went out against Ben Hadad’s army, 
“every man must take his man.” Let the effort be made by young 
and old, in the Junior and Epworth League; in the Sunday School, 
Brotherhood, and prayer meeting, yet let us urge that effort cease 
not here; but outside, in the busy marts of trade, in the parks, on 
the highway, on the farm, and in the school, let every Christian “be 
about his Father’s business.”

In the third place, emphasis needs to be laid on the evangelistic 
effort made by the CHURCH. It is recognized that every pastor has 
many duties, and many things that demand his thought and atten- 
tion, and while these things — benevolence, and finance, and church 
building, and social service are important, yet we believe are not 
to take first place, nor overshadow the most important of all — the 
work of evangelism, as all these things are dependent upon, and are 
fostered by it. We urge that every pastor begin a series of meet- 
ings as early in the year as possible, before bad roads and cold 
weather, and plans for the holidays make it impossible to do so, 
that the church may have the help and stimulus of new spiritual 
life and activity all through the year. 

Noting the disposition on the part of some to count numbers 
rather than real spirit-filled, heaven-born converts, we sincerely 
urge upon every pastor the need of care in presenting the truth 
so that there may be a deep consciousness and conviction of sin 
and a desire to escape its consequences for time and eternity; and 
the use of only those methods that will bring into church member- 
ship truly regenerate souls. While we do not urge nor advise any 
particular set of methods, for as Bishop Shepard said about Mis- 
sions, we approve anything that will get men to God, yet we believe 
experience has proven that at the altar “heaven comes down our 
souls to greet, while glory crowns the mercy seat.” 

Since the year book where this report will be placed gets into 
the hands of only a small fraction, perhaps 5 per cent of our mem- 
bers, we urge that every pastor call the attention of his congrega- 
tion to it, and urge upon them the foregoing recommendations.

FREEDMAN’S AID 

1. The Freedman’s Aid Society, in its 22 schools and colleges, 
took care of 6,610 students in 1912. Of these 78 were studying for 
the Christian ministry, 557 in medicine, pharmacy, dentistry and 
nurse training, 1,781 in normal classes preparing to be school teach- 
ers among their own people, and 2,951 in trades and industries, such 
as carpentry, shoemaking, tailoring and farming. Industrial work 
for girls was given in sewing, cooking and general house work. 

2. The General Conference issued an appeal to the whole Church 
for $500,000 as a Jubilee Thank-offering in commemoration of the 
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fiftieth anniversary of Emancipation. Of this amount the colored 
Conferences have assumed $100,000, and are making a desperate 
effort to make it up to one dollar per member. The balance of 
$400,000 must come from philanthropic men and women all over the 
Church, who are interested in the uplift of this unfortunate and 
greatly handicapped race. 

3. The Lincoln Birthday Sunday has been observed more gen- 
erally than ever before. It is not yet too late for those pastors 
and churches who, for one reason or another, omitted to observe this 
day in February, to select some other day during this Conference 
year, present the cause of the negro people to their congregations, 
and take both the regular and the Jubilee offering. 

4. The amount apportioned by the Commission on Finance as 
the regular collection from this Conference for the coming year 
is $2,838, We hereby pledge ourselves as a Conference to present 
the cause of the freedmen to our congregations and make a deter- 
mined effort to secure the full apportionment. 

We heartily approve of the movement authorized by the General 
Conference to secure half a million dollars as a Jubilee Anniver- 
sary Offering from the entire Church towards endowments, new 
buildings and betterments for the Freedmen’s Aid schools, and com- 
mend the same to all our people as a worthy object for their gen- 
erous gifts. 



FOREIGN MISSIONS 

The Board of Foreign Missions is confronted with the most strat- 
egic opportunities that have ever been before the Church, in many 
parts of the world. The marvelous arousement of China challenges 
attention and calls for immediate response. India is baptizing more 
thousands, and opening opportunities to more tens of thousands than 
ever before. Korea and Japan both call for such moral and spir- 
itual reinforcements as cannot be delayed without peril to the fut- 
ure. Africa is definitely before the Church, both as a Moslem prob- 
lem and as a vast heathenism to be saved from Mohammedanism 
and won to Christ. Mexico eloquently proclaims by her very condi- 
tion the outcome of absolutism in religion, which has led to abso- 
lutism in Government, while South America is more approachable 
than we have ever known it. The Philippine situation is peculiarly 
urgent and inviting. Europe approaches self support in the older 
mission areas, and shares with us in foreign mission work. While 
opportunities thus multiply and immediacy grows more and more 
urgent, we note with regret that the Church does not make cor- 
responding answer to the world’s claimant needs. Out of the full- 
ness of our life there should surely be larger response to the piti- 
ful spiritual hunger and deep necessity of the Pagan and Moslem 
world. While our sister denominations are making marked efforts 
to increase their missionary agencies, Methodism, which has been 
entrusted with so large a proportion of the World Program, cannot 
afford merely to repeat her past. That past calls for a larger future, 
and that future depends upon the larger fidelity and more strenu- 
ous missionary program in the local church. 

We would therefore urge the adoption of the well-tried plans 
of the Every-Member-Canvass and the Duplex Envelope which make 
it possible for every member of the Church, however humble, by 
his weekly offering to sustain all our benevolences at home and 
abroad. 
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With reference to the Home Administration, a few kindly words, 
expressing the Committee’s judgment of the conduct of affairs, our 
earnest efforts at co-operative harmony, economy and eflBciency, may 
be added at the pleasure of the Committee. 

We have been greatly blessed in the presence and addresses 
of Sec. W. F. Olaham and the Iowa Conference will always be 
ready to welcome him to its sessions. 



HOME MISSIONS AND CHURCH EXTENSION 

We appreciate the task we have committed to the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Exetnsion. The cities of our land are more 
and more becoming the frontiers of our civilization, and just as the 
early itinerant followed the people into these western countries 
that now constitute so large a part of our inheritance, so Method- 
ism today must follow the crowds into the cities and reach them 
with the Gospel. While doing this we must not neglect the country 
churches whose members have moved into town and city and whose 
constituency has changed from native to foreign peoples. This 
change in population gives us a new chance for evangelism. We 
must include in our sympathies, prayers and program the foreign 
people who are coming to our shores. These opportunities, together 
with the needs of Hawaii, Porto Rico, Alaska, the negro and the 
Indian, constitute a tremendous responsibility. The 68 million of 
people in America, who are not in any evangelical church, must be 
evangelized. 

Our Board of Home Missions and Church Extension sustains in 
whole or in part each year 4,000 home missionaries. Over 16,000 
churches have been aided; of these 385 separate churches were aided 
last year. Over 1,000 churches have been aided by special frontier 
or memorial gifts of $250 each. 

We pledge ourselves to earnest co-operation in raising our ap- 
portionment for this Board, to preach specifically on Home Missions 
and Church Extension and to distribute the literature of this Board, 
making special effort to circulate the “Christian Republic.” 

We gratefully acknowledge and appreciate the presence and ad- 
dresses of Dr. Chas. M. Boswell and welcome him to the future 
sessions of the Iowa Confernce. 



IOWA METHODIST HOSPITAL 

Your visitors to the Iowa Methodist Hospital beg leave to report 
as follows: 

We observe that our hospital enjoys a widening field of popu- 
larity and patronage. The completion of the great east wing, at a 
cost of $200,000 brings the capacity of the hospital to 250 beds, and 
we now have a property valued at $450,000. Last year 3200 patients 
were ministered to by the staff of twenty-nine physicians and sur- 
geons, including eminent specialists and a nurse force of about 80. 
We call special attention to the Orthopedic surgery offered by the 
eminent specialist. Dr. Steindler, and the three year nurse training 
course open to all healthy Christian young women between the 
ages of 19 and 35. The free dispensary open to all sick poor and 
the fact that the free work of the hospital amounts to about $50,000 
a year, makes a permanent, endowment imperative and it is very

greatly hoped that annuities and bequests be turned to the hospital.

Resolutions Offered to the Iowa Conference. 

To The Des Moines Conference: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: 

Your brethren of the Iowa Conference, holding the same doc- 
trines, governed by the same precedent and Discipline, and of like 
precious faith with the Des Moines Conference, hereby make re- 
quest for the appointment of a committee of five members by the 
Des Moines Conference to meet a like committee appointed by the 
Iowa Conference, to seriously consider the union of the Iowa and 
Des Moines Conferences, and after full consideration and discussion. 
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to make such recommendation to the respective Conferences as they 
may deem advisable. 

In all brotherly affection we call the attention of our brethren 
of the Des Moines Conference to the narrow territorial limits of the 
Iowa Conference and to the difficulty of administering it so as to 
secure proper gradation and promotion of our members; we men- 
tion also tne changed conditions of the life of our people by reason 
of the convenience of travel by rail and automobile, to the tend- 
ency toward larger districts and larger conferences, and to aid ef- 
ficiency and economy by the organization of larger units; to the ease 
with which the two bodies would coalesce by virtue of the railroad 
lines that cross the state from east to west; to the large number 
of cities in both territories that under the nev/ plan of conference 
entertainment would be able to accommodate the larger annual 
gathering; to the added influence in the councils of the general 
church by reason of the united body; to the advantage accruing 
to the state hospital and Deaconess Home by reason of the merger 
and to the consequent respect attaching to our resolutions and ac- 
tions in the entire state of Iowa when it becomes known that they 
represent the opinion and judgment of 450 clergymen, and voice the 
sentiments of 85,000 members. 

These and other weighty reasons will doubtless occur to your 
minds. We desire by presenting this request only to promote in 
every possible way the extension of the Kingdom of our Lord, 
and the growth in influence and consecration of our beloved Church 
and after mature consideration and much prayer and Holy wait- 
ing we submit this as the request of the Iowa Conference. 



SUNDAY SCHOOLS 

1. We note with delight the general awakening of enthusiasm 
the work of the Sunday School in our Church, and thank God for the 
evident success of the Sunday School Board in laying foundations 
for Methodism in the neglected districts of our country. 

2. We would call the attention of our people to the value of 
the Correspondence Course of Teachers Training provided by the 
general board, and urge the pastors to do their utmost in order that 
many may be induced to avail themselves of this opportunity to be- 
come equipped for this great work in our church. 

3. We note with pleasure the evident success of the Adult 
Bible Class Movement, and recommend this plan as one of the best 
to enlist the co-operation of adult workers in the work of the Sun- 
day School. 

4. Whereas the work of the Sunday School in all the world is 
now under the direction of this Board and whereas the Foreign 
Field offers unusual opportunities and a great need for such work, 
we therefore urge our pastors to see to it that ten per cent of the 
monthly Missionary collection in all our Sunday Schools be sent 
to this Board. 

5. Whereas the Discipline provides that Sunday School Insti- 
tutes shall be held within the boundn of each Annual conference 
and whereas Dr. Hartman has expressed a willingness to co-operate 
with us in such an effort, and since such an Institute would be of 
very great value to our army of Sunday School workers, therefore, 
we request the Conference Sunday School Board to take the neces- 
sary steps that such an institute may be held within the coming 
year if possible. 
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TEMPERANCE 

We approve of our own Church Temperance Society as our agency 
for the education and promotion of total abstinence among our peo- 
ple and recommend that the provision of the Discipline be carried 
out in all our charges. 

We fully approve the action of our Nation’s Congress in the passage 
of the Kenyon-Webb bill, the Jones-Works bill and in the appro- 
priation of $5,500 to pay the expenses of the ten delegates appoint- 
ed by President Wilson to represent the United States in the In- 
ternational Anti-Alcohol congress to be held in Milan, September 
22, 1913, by invitation of the Italian Government. 

We much regret the failure, by so few votes, to pass the measure 
introduced by Congressman Jackson “prohibiting the transportation 
in the mails of letters, circulars, newspapers, orperiodicals adver- 
tising for sale any intoxicating liquors for transmission to or delivery 
in any state wherein the sale of such liquor is by law prohibited.” 

We note with much interest the admission of President Farley 
of the National Liquor Dealers Association in his report to his As- 
sociation that “during the past year 31 breweries closed business 
and that the output of beer alone decreased 1,106,446 barrels” and 
this statement agrees with the printed report, just out, from the 
department for the year closing June 30, 1913, and which report also 
shows a decrease of 18,000 in the number of saloons during the year. 

We desire to warn our people of the work of “The Good Gov- 
ernment League,” so called, with headquarters at Des Moines, Iowa, 
It appears to be a sort of substitute for the Law Enforcement League 
in operation last year*. They seem to be working through the 
“American Press Association” and are sending plate matter free of 
charge to newspapers throughout the state to be printed and sent into 
our Iowa homes advocating the liquor interest in a sly and deceitful 
manner. We should in all proper ways let our editors and people 
know what we can get newspapers which do not print this sort 
of matter. 
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We also desire that our people shall know that the National 
Liquor Dealers Association in recent session at Washington D. C. 
as reported in “Beverages,” a New York liquor paper by resolution 
set apart $5,000,000 as a defense fund and further resolved “that 
immediate action be taken to overcome the methods of the Anti-Saloon 
League.” 

We heartily appreciate the action of our Iowa Legislature in 
the enactment of the Daylight Saloon bill, the Five Mile Limit bill 
and in putting cities operating under special charter under the pro- 
visions of the Moon law and we urge upon the coming legislature 
such further enactment of law as shall free our Iowa from the pres- 
ence of the saloon. 

We demand the repeal of the Mulct law, said repeal to be for- 
tified by submitting a constitutional amendment to the voters of Iowa. 

We also demand the enactment of the Drug Store bill or some 
similar measure that will prohibit the Iowa druggists selling intox- 
icating liquor. 

We hereby nominate C. L. Stafford and C. L. Tennant to repre- 
sent us on the board of trustees of the Iowa Anti-Saloon league and 
request the re-appointment by the Bishop of C. S. Cooper as Anti- 
Saloon League District Superintendent and urge that the pulpits of 
every church in the Conference be open once a year to permit the 
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presentation of his work and give our people a chance to hasten its 
success. The time of the presentation to be fixed by the pastor in 
consultation with the District Superintendent. 

We have enjoyed the visit and address of the Rev. H. G. Mc- 
Cain of Topeka, Kansas, Representative of the Church Temperance 
Society, and cordially invite him to visit us again.

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REV. GEORGE W. BYRKIT 

Between Jan. 25, 1834, and Feb. 22, 1913, stretched the earthly 
span of a useful and devoted life. George W. Byrkit was born near . j 

Indianapolis, Ind., on the date first named and passed to the heaven- jl 

lies from Los Angeles on the second date. The anniversary of Wash- | 

ington’s birth was the coronation day of this faithful servant to whom | 

his Lord said, “come up higher.” In 1844 the Byrkit family moved to \ 

Fairfield, Iowa, and for nearly seventy years the Hawkeye state has 
been the richer for the sturdy stock from which they came. George i 

was converted at the age of 18 and joined the Methodist Episco- 
pal curch. To prepare himself as fully as might be for his life’s 
work, he entered the Iowa Wesleyan University in 1853, from which i 

institution he graduated in 1857 under the presidency of Dr. Lucien ^ 

W. Berry. In the fall of that year he joined the Iowa Conference, 
and for 45 years made proof of his ministry in active service. His 
successive appointments were: Osceola, ’57; Bentons Port, ’58; Lib- 

erty ville, ’59; Bleakesburg, ’60; Attica, ’61; Bloomfield, ’62; Center- 
ville, ’63; West Point, ’64; Kossuth, ’66; Fort Madison, ’67; Keosau- 
qua, ’68; Agency, ’70; Danville, ’72; Wapello, ’75; Bloomfield, ’77; 

Burlington South (now Grace) ’78; Mt. Pleasant Circuit, ’81; Win- 
field, ’84; New London, ’85; Birmngham, ’86; Muscatine (Circuit, ’88; 

Riverside, ’90; Ladora, ’91; Oxford, ’92; Richland, ’94; Rose Hill, ’95; 

Delta, ’96; Koszta, ’97.; West Chester, ’98; Tiffin, ’00; Millersburg, ’01; 
retired, ’02. Aug. 24, 1859, he was married to Miss Lucy W. Kilpatrick 
of Mt. Pleasant, la., who with six children survive him. One child died 
in 1862. The surviving children all graduated from the Iowa Wes- 
leyan University, which had given its diplomas to both father and 
mother, the latter being the first woman to graduate from any col- 
lege of liberal arts in the world. Brother Byrkit was pre-eminently 
a builder: first of personal character in himself; in his house- 

hold and in the communities which he served as pastor and spiritual 
guide; and next of church and parsonage building. His work in 
both is praiseworthy. Of the first the record is kept in the King’s 
presence and will be fully known only when “the books are opened” 
and the awards of fidelity are announced. Of the second the story 
is continuous through his ministry in improved church houses and 
in more comfortable homes for the preachers who followed him. 

He saw perfect harmony between these two demands on his time 
and strength. The well-housed congregation would be more re- 
ceptive to the gospel message than one in discomfort; and a well- 
housed preacher would give more heart and vigor to the Lord’s work 
than one who must literally be a follower of the homeless son of man. 

So he built or repaired churches and parsonages for the glory of 
God and the comfort of his children. Fidelity to duty was with him 
a sterling trait. Good roads or bad and of the latter there were 
plenty in the early days, fair weather or foul, heat, cold, rain, snow, 
clear skies or blustering winds, was alike to the faithful man of God. 

Seldom was a congregation disappointed by the non-appearance of 
the preacher. Sometimes the peracher was on hand when the peo- 
ple were too tender to brave a storm. He did not miss roll call at 
Conference for 54 years, up to the time of his removal to California 
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in 1912. His final illness was relatively brief — less than two months 
of prostration, when God’s finger touched him and he slept. Feb. 
29th, a few friends gathered at the family residence, where a brief 
service was conducted by Rev. George Steed, pastor, assisted by Dr. 
W. G. Wilson and the writer. On March 2, a memorial service was 
held in the church, the writer preaching a sermon from 2 Tim. 4:7-8. 
Bro. Byrkit was a good man, a devoted husband and father, a faith- 
ful minister, a loyal friend, an unselfish servant of mankind who 
“served his generation according to the Will of God.” He rests 
from his labors and his works do follow and honor him.

REV. J. M. COATES 

J. M. Coates was born in Northhampton county. North Carolina, 
October 26th, 1837, and died at his home in Prairie Du Chien, Wis- 
consin, November 6, 1912, aged 75 years and 10 days. 

Brother Coates was the son of Elisha and Mary Coates, and 
came with his parents to Iowa in 1839, landing at Davenport. They 
have long since preceded him to the better land. 

October 31, 1861 he was united in marriage near Washington, 
Iowa, to Leah Helmick, who has shared with him the joys and sor- 
rows of a blessed married life for a little over fifty-one years, and 
who still survives. 

The careful training of earnest Christian parents had its effect 
upon his youthful mind and heart, causing him to give his heart to 
the Lord and to unite with the Methodist Episcopal church at the 
age of seventeen. He secured his education at Iowa Wesleyan Col- 
lege and in 1860 was admitted on trial in the Iowa Conference, along 
with W. A. Byrkit, J. A. Drayer, J. H. Lucas, Harrison Runyon, 
C. W. Shaw, S. H. Thomas, Leroy M. Vernon and Samuel M. Vernon. 
His appointments were: Richmond, ’60; Millersburg, '61; West Lib- 

erty, ’62 ; Wilton, ’64 ; North Liberty, ’65 ; Sweetland Center, ’67 ; 
Millersburg, ’69; Malcom, ’70; Kellogg, ’73; Newton Circuit, ’75; 
Lynnville, ’78; supernumerary, ’79; North Newton Circuit, ’80; Pella, 
’81; Victor, ’83; located ’84; re-admitted, ’89; Oxford, ’89; Ainsworth, 
’92; Ft. Madison, Santa Fe Avenue, ’97; Millersburg, ’99; supernum- 
erary, ’01; retired, ’06. 

Brother Coates moved to Wisconsin in 1901, supplying Casville 
in 1902, and at all times occupying some important place in the 
church during the years of his superannuation. At the breaking 
out of the Civil war he enlisted in 1861 (shortly after he had been 
admitted on trial) and belonged to the Thirteenth Iowa Infantry. 
After a service of only ten months he lost his left hand at the battle 
of Pittsburg Landing and came home to resume his work in the 
Christian ministry. 

His last illness covered a period of nearly seven weeks, dur- 
ing which time he was a great sufferer, and was unable to talk 
for several days before he passed away; he would frequently point 
heavenward, viewing as it were the promised reward of his faithful 
discipleship. Death had no terrors for him. He frequently spoke 
of the comfort the gospel which he had preached for so many years 
to others, was to him. His last end was peace. 

Besides his faithful companion, he leaves two brothers and four 
^ sisters: Rev. R. W. Coates, Spencer, Iowa, of the Upper Iowa 

i Conference; Elisha Coates of Kansas City, Missouri; Mrs. Garvey, 

j Persia, Iowa; Mrs. Dr. B. T. Gadd, Mitchelville, Iowa; Mrs. Jenkin, 
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Denver, Colorado; Mrs. Warder Mershon, Cora, Wyoming; besides 
a number of nephews and nieces. 

Brief funeral services were held in the home at Prairie Du 
Chien, conducted by his pastor. Rev. Jennings, after which the re- 
mains were then taken to Newton, Iowa, where the funeral services 
were held. Rev. W. H. Perdew preaching the sermon, taking for his 
text, 2 Timothy, 4:7, “I have fought a good fight; I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith.” C. L. Stafford, H. C. Millice 
and C. E. Fitzsimmons assisted in the services. Remarks were made 
by C. L. Stafford, District Superintendent, and H. C. Millice, after 
which the remains were laid to rest by the side of loved ones in 
the Newton cemetery.

REV. HARRISON RUNYON 

The Rev. Harrison Runyon, a retired member of the Iowa An- 
nual Conference fell asleep in Jesus at his home in Sidney, Iowa, 
July 31, 1913. He joined the Iowa Conference at Oskaloosa in 1860, 
with James M. Coates, John B. Drayer, Samuel Roberts, Charles 
W, Shaw, Samuel H. Thomas, Leroy M. Vernon, Samuel M. Vernon 
and William A. Byrkit. Of this class only one remains in active 
service, S. M. Vernon, of the Philadelphia Conference. The rest 
of this class of nine are all gone. Father Runyon lived a beauti- 
fully exemplary life. He came of French Huguenot ancestry. He 
was born in the Shenandoah valley, Va., February 12, 1829. His par- 
ents removed to Champaign county, Ohio, in 1832, thence to Lee 
county, Iowa, in 1846, and two years later into Van Buren county. 
His effective relation with the Conference was only for seven years. 
Failing in health, he went into the mercantile business, which occu- 
pation he followed for most of his life. He resided in the bounds 
of the Iowa Conference at Marysville for 19 years. From thence to 
Greenfield for 12 years, the remaining 17 years of his life were 
spent in Sidney, Iowa. He always exemplified diligence in business 
fervency in spirit and faithfulness in the service of God. His 

devout study of the Word, his loyalty to his pastor and the church 
his brotherliness and keen interest in every measure for the up- 
lift of mankind were evidenced wherever he lived. When he went 
to the country school house to preach or in his home pulpit, he was 
always welcome. His last days were brightened with sunny sweet- 
ness of purity and hope. The wife and companion of his youth, two 
sons and two daughters, are left to cherish the memory of a devoted 
and affectionate husband and father; and the home church to 
suffer the loss of a faithful member.

The fifth Annual Convention of the Laymen’s Association of the 
Iowa Conference convened in the Christian church at Oskaloosa, 
Iowa, Sept. 5th, at 3:30 p. m.. President Power presiding. After the 
singing of the hymn, “A Charge to Keep I Have,” Senator Taylor of 
Farmington, led in prayer. The opening address was made by 
President S. A. Power, of Fairfield. 

Dist. Supt. John L. Fort of Saratoga Springs, New York, was 
introduced for a few remarks on the General Conference Financial 
Plan. 

Paper, ‘‘Sabbath Observance,” by H. W. VanDyke, Winfield; fol- 
lowed by a discussion of the same.
